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Verdict due in 
murder trial of 
Alberta mother 


Testimony. Woman 
has admitted to 
drowning her two 
sons, while claiming 
she couldn’t remember 
anything about the 
weekend's events 


Lawyers have made their 
closing arguments in the 
second-degree murder trial 
of an Alberta woman who 
has admitted to drowning 
her two sons. 

Crown prosecutor Gor¬ 
don Hatch says Allyson 
McConnell killed the boys 


as revenge against her 
husband with whom she 
was undergoing a bitter di¬ 
vorce. 

Defence lawyer Peter 
Royal argued that Mc¬ 
Connell didn’t mean to kill 
10-month-old Jayden and 
Connor, who was 2 1/2. 

Royal says McConnell’s 
mind was so clouded by 
severe depression, along 
with the sleeping pills and 
booze she took trying to kill 
herself, that she couldn’t 
have formed the intent re¬ 
quired to convict her of 
murder. 

A psychiatrist who treat¬ 
ed McConnell says he be¬ 
lieves the most probable ex¬ 


planation is that she meant 
to kill herself, but was 
so close to her children 
that she considered their 
lives extensions of her 
own. 

McConnell testified at 
the trial that she couldn’t 
remember anything about 
that weekend’s events. 

Her mother and sister 
testified that she had no 
idea her children were dead 
until she was told — news 
that drove her into six 
hours of hysterics in her 
hospital room. 

There is no jury and the 
judge is to hand down a ver¬ 
dict April 20.

Morinville RCMP said Thursday 
tliat a man foimd dead from an 
overdose in Sturgeon Coimty 
within the past two weeks had 
PMMA in his system. 

The chemical is ecstasy- 
related and has been linked to 
10 other Alberta deaths since 
last summer, including eight in 
Calgaiy. 

It’s the first death in the 
Edmonton area related to the 
chemical, which has a slower 
effect than regular ecstasy.

City crews were already 
ahead of schedule when 
pothole-repair season kicked 
into high gear Thursday. 

Since November, 51,000 
potholes have been repaired, 
about 4,000 more than dur¬ 
ing an average winter. 

“This winter season we’ve 
done more than usual be¬ 
cause of unusually warm 
weather,” said Bob Dunford, 
Edmonton’s director of road¬ 
way maintenance. 

More than 560,000 pot¬ 
holes were filled last year, 
while a record number of 
nearly 600,000 were re¬ 
paired in 2007.

have helped keep most years 
to an average of 400,000 to 
420,000 potholes, and it 
looks like 2012 will be an 
average year. 

“But that’s not to say we 
won’t get a lot of wet snow 
and freezing rains,” said 
Dunford. 

Staff seek out 97 per cent 
of the city’s potholes, but 
citizens are encouraged to 
report ones of particular 
concern. 

“When we get a report of 
a bad pothole, we go look at 
it right away,” said Dunford.

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Report. Complaints 
against police on decline 


Complaints against police were 
the lowest since 2008, and 
the body that oversees them 
is crediting it to better recruit 
training, less use of force and 
earlier resolution of issues. 

The majority of the 211 
formal complaints against EPS 
iu 2011 were related to profes¬ 
sionalism and customer service, 
with rudeness and a lack of 
empathy toppiug the list. 

“If you look at the number 
of formal complaints we’ve 
received, they have decreased 
by 10 per cent over the year be¬ 
fore,” said Insp. Denis Jubinville 
of the Professional Standards 
Branch. 

Use of force claims saw a 
sharp decline, with improper 


handcuffing the top complaint. 

The only rise in complaint 
relates to (Mving, specifically, 
ceUphone use — which is legal 
under Alberta’s distracted- 
driving legislation. 

Only 21 complaiuts resulted 
in criminal investigations last 
year, mostly related to allega¬ 
tions of assault, with eight from 
the pubhc and 13 withhi EPS. 

EPS Supt. Greg Preston said 
a new initiative this year is a 
professionahsm committee 
that oversees and educates EPS 
members on issues that arise.

“It could be more con¬ 
fidence in reporting the 
events ... that’s what we 
would hope,” said EPS Staff 
Sgt. Deb Jolly of the sexual- 


assault section. 

Of 2011 complainants, 92 
per cent were female and 34 
per cent were between the 
ages of 18 and 24. 

Ninety-nine per cent 
of alleged offenders were 
male, and 48 per cent had 


criminal records. 

“When we break down 
the files, there are no 
surprises. Alcohol is the 
number-one factor,” said 
Lindsay Broderick, crime in¬ 
telligence analyst with EPS’s 
sex-assault section. 

One change planned for 
investigations will be al¬ 
lowing victims to give for¬ 
ensic evidence but deciding 
later if they want to proceed 
with a criminal investiga¬ 
tion, Jolly said. 

She said she hopes future 
public-awareness campaigns 
surrounding sexual assault 
will focus on encouraging 
victims to come forward.

7910-112 Ave., will offer 
care to 4,000 patients 
primarily, and 10,000 once 
hours extend to weekends 
in September. 


• Staffed with a dietician, 
social worker, family phys¬ 
ician, diversity co-ordinator 
and pharmacist consultant, 
hours will be 8:30 a.m. to 6 
p.m. 


“This will, of course,

The woman convicted of 
killing Victoria Stafford 
flatly denied a suggestion 
Thursday that she was the 
“engine” behind a plot that 
went deeper than she has let 
on when she says she didn’t 
think she was walking the 
eight-year-old girl to her 
death. 

“I take full responsibility 
for my actions,” Terri-Lynne 
McClintic told court in Lon¬ 
don, Ont. “I did what I did. 
But I’m not the only guilty 
party here, and that’s why 
I’m sitting here today.” 

The 21-year-old is already 
serving a life sentence after 
pleading guilty to first- 
degree murder, but is now 
testifying at the trial of 
her ex-boyfriend. Michael 
Rafferty, 31, has pleaded not 
guilty to first-degree mur¬ 
der, sexual assault causing 
bodily harm and kidnap¬ 
ping. 


The jury has now seen 
how McClintic’s story about 
the events of April 8, 2009, 
the day Tori disappeared, 
has morphed from an all- 
out denial, to saying she was 
there but didn’t see how 
Tori died, to saying Rafferty 
raped Tori and then killed 


her using a hammer, to now 
saying it was she who in¬ 
flicted the fatal blows. 

The latest version of 
events first came up at a 
counselling session just days 
before the start of Rafferty’s 
pre-trial in January, court

Ireland still 
negotiating with ECB 
to defer repayment of 
bank-bailout lOU to 
2025 


Ireland dropped back into 
recession at the end of 2011, 
government statisticians re¬ 
ported Thursday in a worry¬ 
ing sign for the country’s 
efforts to emerge from an 
international bailout. 

The Central Statistics 
Agency said gross domestic 
product fell 0.2 per cent in 
the October-December quar¬ 
ter. That came on top of a 1.1 
per cent decline in the previ¬ 


ous quarter, putting Ireland 
in a new recession, technical¬ 
ly defined as two consecutive 
quarters of contraction. 

Gross national product — 
a measure many economists 
prefer to use for Ireland be¬ 
cause it excludes the export¬ 
ed profits of multinational 
companies — fell by a much 
sharper 2.2 per cent. 

That followed a GNP fall 
of 1.9 per cent in the third 
quarter, suggesting a much 
harsher recession for Irish 
households and businesses. 

Ireland needs to revive 
economic activity to boost 
emplo37ment and tax collec¬ 
tions, and thereby reduce its 
yawning budget deficits. De¬ 
spite imposing four straight 
years of tax hikes and spend¬ 


ing cuts, Ireland still is ex¬ 
pected this year to collect just 
$50 billion US in taxes. 

Since early 2011, the Irish 
government has paid its bills 
thanks only to a $ 90-billion 
credit line supplied by the 
European Union, EGB and 
International Monetary Fund. 

As part of the bailout deal, 
the international lenders ex¬ 
pect Ireland to cut its deficits 
to three per cent of GDP by 
2016. The deficit in 2011 was 
10 per cent and the govern¬ 
ment is aiming for 8.6 per 
cent this year. 

But the target presumes 
Ireland can achieve 1.3 per 
cent growth in 2012, a fore¬ 
cast that few economists 
think is credible.

Richard: Mark, from its 
opening moments, The Hun¬ 
ger Games feels more intimate 
than your average blockbust¬ 
er thanks to some invent¬ 
ive hand held camera work. 
And that’s a good thing. 
As fans of the books know, 
the focus of the story is the 
characters. Sure, they are 
thrown into a wild situation, 
but admiring Katniss Ever¬ 
deen’s inner strength and 
courage or Peeta Mellark’s 
big heart is as important to 
the success of the story as are 
the action scenes or the dys¬ 
topian premise. What did you 
think? 

Mark: Yes, but 1 never quite 


saw Katniss and Peeta as 
a couple, perhaps because 
she seems so much more 
savvy than him, or perhaps 
because he has the name 
of a Lebanese flatbread. But 
Jennifer Lawrence is strong 
enough to carry this movie 
on her own, an5^ay; she’s 
that good. As far as the rest of 
the film goes, I loved the first 
40 minutes — ever34:hing 
that leads up to the actual 
games — but found the rest 
of it a bigger budget version 
of Survivor on steroids. 

RC: Lawrence has found the 
role that she will, likely, for¬ 
ever be associated with and 
brings substance to it. She 
gives Katniss a rich inner life 
— you can see the machina¬ 
tions of the character churn¬ 
ing behind her eyes. Without 
her level of performance this 
would be a far less interest¬ 
ing movie. Having said that, 
1 enjoyed the movie’s steam- 
punk world; that mix of old 
and new to create something 
familiar, yet strange. 


MB: I thought the art direction 
and costuming of the capital 
really created a vivid portray¬ 
al of a decadent, fey society. 
Although I have to say that 
Elizabeth Banks’ over the top 
Marie Antoinette impression 
was grating and out of whack 
with even the most satirical 
elements of the movie. And 
the satire worked for me — it 
isn’t really that far from cur¬ 
rent reality shows. Although 
there were derivative elements 
in the stoiy, using teenagers 
as contestants amps up the 
cruelty factor. 

RC: 1 enjoyed Banks. I 
thought she brought some 
much-needed levity to a grim 
story about kids killing one 
another. But as much as I 
enjoyed the movie — and I 
really did — I couldn’t help 
but wonder what a truly vi¬ 
sionary director like Terry 
Gilliam might have done 
with this material.

Did you ever think, in play¬ 
ing a fairy tale princess, that 
you’d get to do an action 
movie training montage? 

No! I mean, it was written in 
the script that she meets the 
dwarves and there would be 
sword fighting, but the script 
changed so much during film¬ 
ing that this montage, when 
it was added, I thought, “This 
is going to be so much fun 
to shoot.” It took a long time 
to shoot, but when it’s all 
cut together with the music, 
it’s just so fun. And I never 
thought that I’d be sword¬ 
fighting and fencing and 
learning all these cool stunts. 
You sign on to do a princess; 
you don’t think she’s going to 
be fighting in it. 

It is an interesting update. 
Fairy tales traditionally 
aren’t great for the their 
female characters — lots of 
sitting around and pining, 
waiting to be rescued. 

And that’s what we did not 
want. We didn’t want to take 
the animation and just make 
it live-action. We wanted to 


take it and have a reason to 
redo it. In today’s day and 
age, girls are very empow¬ 
ered to do the same things 
that guys do. And young girls 
want to see movies that show 


people that they admire are 
not needing the prince as 
much as they used to — or 
the fact that a princess can 
save a prince just as much as 
a prince can save a princess. 


How was it playing opposite 
Armie Hammer with these 
new takes on Snow White 
and Prince Charming? 

It was fun because we both 
agreed from the get-go it’s a 


very Katherine Hepburn and 
Spencer Tracy back-and-forth 
— not just the physicality of 
the sword-fighting but the 
physicality of the language 
because it is so back and 
forth, and we’re both tr 3 dng 
to one-up each other in con¬ 
versations. It was very play¬ 
ful. 

There’s that other Snow 
White movie coming out in 
June. How much were you 
aware of the competing 
project? 

I think it was known before 
we even started that there 
were these two projects. 
Aesthetically and with the 
storyline, they’re so dif¬ 
ferent. And the advertis¬ 
ing has shown that so far. I 
think more of the struggle 
was just this whole, like, 
who’s coming out first kind 
of a thing and making sure 
there’s enough time in be¬ 
tween so that everyone’s not 
overloaded with the fairy 
tale. But that never really 
trickled down to us on set, 
I think.

They’ve opened for Celine 
Dion and Michael Jackson 
in Europe and Australia and 
performed the national an¬ 
them at the Summer Ol3mipic 
Games in their home city of 
Sydney in 2000. 

But it was their 2005 Mo¬ 
town tribute. Reach Out, that 
attracted Robinson’s atten¬ 


tion. 

“They came to the studio 
one night in Los Angeles ... 
and sang for me a cappella 
with no music — just them 
singing — and blew me away, 
man. Just awesome,” the 
Rock and Roll Hall of Famer 
told The Associated Press in a 
phone interview.

When he’s not on tour, 
Bamford is waiting for the 
weekend so he can spend 
time with his three kids, he 
said. Bamford grew up with 
country music in Lacombe, 
Alta. 




He got a start by winning 
the Nornet Radio Network’s 
Search for the Stars, a much 
lower-profile competition 
than the reality TV competi¬ 
tions of today, he said.

I’ve been following the 
progress of Burlington, 
Ontario’s Walk Off the Earth 
ever since they posted their 
five people/one guitar per¬ 
formance of Gotye’s Some¬ 
body That I Used to Know 
back in January. As I write 
this, the video has been 
viewed 74,423,421 times. 
That’s about one-tenth the 
number of people who have 
seen Justin Bieber’s Baby, 
but it’s still a magnificent 
achievement, especially for 
an indie band. 

If you’ve watched any 
music video on YouTube, 
you’ll have seen the ads 
that come with each one. 
YouTube is the world’s 
largest streamer of music 
and these ads have allowed 
it to monetize what many 
once believed was un-mon- 
etizable. 

I was curious about what 
this means in financial 
terms to artists like Walk 


Off the Earth, so I talked to 
some people in the indus¬ 
try who know how such 
things work. Let’s try to 
estimate things, shall we? 
YouTube’s payment rate is 
approximately $2.50 CPM, 
which means for every one 
thousand views of a video, it 
pays out $2.50 US. YouTube 
keeps 50 per cent of all 
revenues. Fifteen per cent 
goes to the rights holder 
of the song (the publisher/ 
cop37right holder) while the 


remaining amount — 35 per 
cent — goes to the perform¬ 
er. Now let’s do the math. 
First, divide 74.5 million 
views by 1,000 to get the 
CPM number. Multiply that 
number (74,500) by $2.50 
and you have total gross 
advertising revenues of 
$186,250. Of that, YouTube 
keeps half, which is $93,125. 
The rest is divided between 
the publisher 
(15 per cent of $186,250 or 
about $28,000; Gotye gets a 


piece of this) and the band 
(35 per cent of $186,250 or a 
shade over $65,000). Finally, 
divide that amount amongst 
the five members of the 
band and you have earnings 
of $13,000 each. 

Not bad when you 
consider that this is the 
product of 14 hours work in 
front of a video camera but 
a little sobering when you 
consider how difficult it is 
to get that many people to 
watch a single video.

The new season of Mad Men 
has been shrouded in CIA-like 
secrecy. As the premiere date 
draws closer, we try our best 
to extract a few clues about 
what to expect from costume 
designer Janie Bryant. 

Now that we’re just days 
away from the season pre¬ 
miere and the cast photos 
have been released, what 
can you reveal about the 
look of the characters? How 
has their wardrobe evolved 
since last season? 

Honestly, I’m sworn to secrecy 
until the premiere on March 
25. You’ll have to wait and see! 

OK, how does the new Mad 


Men collection for Banana 
Republic reflect the look of 
Season 5? 

Our second collection was in¬ 
spired by the characters while 
at the club because of the fun 
contrast to the home and of¬ 
fice settings. It’s about an era 
of lounging poolside or at¬ 
tending a 4th of July barbecue 
in a crisp blue polo shirt and 
stunning the crowd in a lush 
ivory dress. 

When creating the collec¬ 
tion, were you obligated 
to design it in such a way 
that wouldn’t give away too 
many details about the ac¬ 
tual show? 

For this collection, [Banana 
Republic creative director 
Simon Kneen] and I talked 
a lot about the characters 
and scenes that inspired us, 
the roles they were pla 3 dng, 
the emotions they’re go¬ 
ing through, and worked to 
translate all that context into 
beautiful design. We stayed 
with the traditional Mad Men 
look that viewers have come 
to love. 

The new collection manages 


to feel both vintage and very 
2012. 

It was about taking a vintage 
look and updating it with a 
modern twist. We took some 
of our favourite trending 
colours and prints, like the 
bright pinks and large flor¬ 
als in some of the women’s 
pieces, and fit them on a ’60s 
silhouette, like a capri pant or 
nip-waist dress. 

The tirst four seasons of Mad 
Men helped spark a global 
obsession with the mid¬ 
century way of dressing, in¬ 
fluencing an entire season 
of ready-to-wear collections. 
Do you think Season 5 will 
do the same thing for late 
’60s dressing? 

People identify with the cos¬ 
tume design of the charac¬ 
ters and there has already 
been a clear resurgence of 
1960s trends on runways this 
spring. Beautiful, dressed-up 
tailoring with emphasis on 
the waist; bright colours for 
ladies; and tailored, slim-cut 
apparel for men are all mak¬ 
ing a comeback.
